TWO WAYS TO SOLVE 

HOG PROBLEM. 

If we are to maintain our supplies 
to the allies, we have only one of two 
courses, or a combination of both : 
First, we must redure our consump- 
tion of pork products to the prewar 
normal or better; and, second, we 
must increase our production. If we 
discontinue exports, we will move the 
German line from France to the At- 
lantic seaboard. 

Pork products have an influence 
in this present world situation wider 
than one would ordinnrily attribute 
to them. The human body must have 
a ccrtuin amount of daily intake of 
fat. Whether this fat is by means 
of dairy products, by vegetable oil, 
or by pork products becomes a se- 
condary question in time of complete 
national stress, because pork pro- 
ducts to some degree will substitute 
for the other fats. 

Increased production in pork fats 
can be accomplished with a great 
deal more rapidity than increased 
production of dairy products and on 
a much more widely extended scale. 
An increase in pork fats can also be 
made more rapidly than an increase 
in vegetable fata. It appears to me, 
therefore, that we mast concentrate 
on the increase in the production of 
hogn if we are to answer the world's 
craving for fats. Formerly our situ- 
ation during the coming year lends 
it elf to this sad. 
Start a "Keep-a-Pig" Movement. 

This situation is one that can be 
partly solved by our suburban popu- 
lation. If every suburbanite took 
to his care a pig and fed it on the 
house garbage, he would increase our 
fat supply and do so without culling 
upon our general feeding slunV We 
need a "keep-a-pig" movement in 
this country — sad a properly cared 
for pig is no more insanitary than a 
dog. Such a movement would ne- 
cessarily require some changes in vil- 
lages and urban ordinances; but the 
national welfare would be warrant 
for such * course of action.

SOME WAR TAXES 

With the exception of in. re used 

letter rates and tobacco ta«e« which 
went into effect Friday, the special 
Mamp taxes on documents, legal in- 
struments and parrel post package* 
which go into operation December 
1, all special tuxes began Thursday. 
They include: 

One cent on each dime paid for 
nmusement admisxions. 

Three per cent, on payment for 
freight transportation. 

Kight per cent, on passenger 
fares. 

Ten per cent on payments tor 
Pullman and similar accommoda- 
tions. 

Five per MM, on oil pipe line 
transportation. 

One cent for each twenty cents or 
fraction paid for express pneknges. 

Five cents on each telegraph, tele- 
phone or radio message costing 15 
cents or more. 

Various taxes on cigars, cigar- 
ettes, tobacco nnd products. 
Ten per cent, on club dues. 
Eight cents on each $100 <>f new 
life insurance and one cent on each 
dollar of premiums paid en fire, mu- 
rine, casualty and other insumin e 
policies. 

Although the tobacco taxes did 
not become operative until Friday, 
many dealers had already advaiiefd 
rctaii prices in anticipation of the 
war levies. Other taxes of the new 
law, including those on hard and 
soft drinks, incomes and war-excess 
profits, have been in effect since the 
law was approved October 3, but in 
indirect form. 

-On December 1, the new stamp 
taxes, including those on parcel post 
pneknges, will be payable, putting 
the entire law into complete opera- 
tion, except for increased rates on 
second-class mail, postponed until 
July 1 next. 

Increases in first-class mail rates 
probably will be most generally felt 
by the people. The law provides 
that the postage on letters, except 
"drop" or local letters, shall We 3 
cents; and that on post cards, in- 
cluding private mailing cards, shall 
be one cent more than heretofore. 
This increase includes so-called pic- 
ture post cards. The advances were 
made effective thirty days after 
passage of the law, and are con- 
strued by the Postoffice Department 
to begin with letters and post cards 
Most marked November 2. 
. The increases also have been ex- 
tended bv departmental order to 
first-class mail to many foreign 
countries, which under postal con- 
ventions have enjoyed the domestic 
rates. The new three-cent rnte, 
therefore, will apply to letters to 
Canada, Cuba, Mexico, Punama, 
England, Ireland, Scotland, Wales, 
the Bahamas, Barbados, British 
Guinea, British Honduas, Santo Do- 
mingo, Dutch West Indies, Leeward 
Islands, Newfoundland and New 
Zealand. The post card increases 
will extend to Canada, Cuba, Mexi- 
co nnd Panama, the only countries 
which have enjoyed the domestic 
post Curd rate. 

For consumers' convenience, 
books of postage stamps containing 
3-cent stamps are in readiness for 
sale, and the department has bad 
printed thousunds of 2-cent post 
cards. 

Amusement admission taxes be- 
came effective Thursday at places 
harginir m..r.. than 5 cents. They | 
are 1 cent for each 10 cents or 
fraction paid for such admission, 
payable by the person admitted, but 

the amusement proprietor, required 
to make sworn returns to the Treas- 
ury. 

A flat tax of 1 cent for each child 
under 12 admitted when children 
are charged also ia provided. 
Passes also are taxed, except those 
to bona tide employes, municipal of- 

thc 




#1.20 per thousand. Five rent* a 
pound ia the new tax on tobacco, 
snnff and other ronnufnrtered to- 
bacco, while cigarette paper* are 
laied from V 2 cent to 1 cent per 
hundred. As the taxes are now 
reaching the ultimate consumer, the 
raises mean about 1 cent more on 
6 cent tobacfo pneknges, from 2 to 
5 cents on cigarette packages nnd 
from 1 to 10 cents on cigara. 

The taxes on freight and passen- 
ger transportation are also extend- 
ed to motor vehicle competitors of 
steam nnd electric railways and wa- 
ter lines. The passenger transjior- 
tation tax is not applicable to fares 
coating 35 cents or less, or 
tation or season tickets 
leas than thirty miles, 
for services rendered the Federal 
nnd State Governments are exempt 
from taxation. 

The 10 per cent, tax on Pullman 
accommodations is applicable to 
payments for seats, berths and 
state-rooms in parlor and sleeping 
cars or on vessel*. 

The 5-cent tax on telegraph, tele- 
phone or radio, messages costing 15 
cents or more applies only to those 
originating in the United States. 

Clubs whose dues are less than 
$12 n yetfr and fees to lodges arc 
exempt from the 10 per cent, tax on 
club dues. 

The new insurance taxes are im- 
posed on new policies issued, with 
reinsurance policies exempted. In- 
dustrial or. weekly payment policies 
are taxed 40 per cent, on the first 
premium on policies for $500 



CHILDREN BURNED 

The twin children of Mr. Press 
Tabor, prominent oil man of Mene- 
fec county, were killed and their 
bodies cremated as the result of a 
gas explosion and fire which de- 
stroyed the Tabor residence at 
Rothwell at nine o'clock Wednesday 
morning, according to reports reach- 
ing here that afternoon. Mr. Tabor 
was away from home and Mrs. Tabor 
had gone to the store at Rothwell 
leaving her three children in charge 
of a servant. The twins were in the 
kitchen with the baby, and it is 
thought, turned the gas on and 
struck a mutch. The noise of the 
explosion aroused the servant, who 
was in another part of the house, 
and she rushed to the kitchen and 
utnnuged to save the baby. The 
twins, however, were lying on the 
floor and it is believed they were 
killed by the gus fumes. The ser- 
vant was unable, owing to the head- 
way of the flre which followed the 
explosion, to save their bodies 
which were cremated when the 
home was destroyed. Mr. Tabor is 
a ntjphew of the late W. R. Tabor, 
>f Rothwell, and was formerly 
agent for the Adams Express Com- 
pany at that place. Lately he has 
been quite successful in oil leases, 
and has many friends throughout 
this section who will be deeply 
grieved to learn of the terrible 
tragedy.

The farmer must wear clothes, anil 
these must come from the niaaufac- 
turers and the merchants. Me must 
have farm implements, and these he 
• annot make, lie must have wagons 
ind buggies, and, if he is to enjoy 
life as his city brother, automobiles, 
and the pries* of these articles are 
soaring in company with the pro- 
ducts of his farm. 

But what we started out to re- 
farmers can in 
a large measure meet and overcome 
the effects of the high prices of farm 
implements by a well-planned system 
of co-operation. And it looks now 
as though this plan will have to be 
adopted. The demand for war sup- 
plies has diverted the energies of 
many large fuctories, and u shortugc 
| of farm implement* is freely predict- 
ed. 

In this event co-oiteration in the 
purchuse and u-c oi the more costly 
of furni tools used on the farm, 
where one implement may be made 
to do the work of several farms. 
Kvery fanner knows what they are, 
and it il unnecessary to enumerute 
them. We merely would impress the 
fuct that wherever theso can be 
owned and operated co-operatively, 
it is not ouly economy to do so, but 
it is also of real benefit to the coun- 
try in this crisis. Every ounce of 
energy that cun be diverted from the 
manufacture of farm supplies can be 
devoted to tiie manufacture of gov- 
ernment supplies. 

Every community in our country 
should give this mutter serious con- 
sideration this fall, while planning 
for that record crop that will be 
seeded next year.
